The late Kaiser does not approve 
‘resident Hoover's proposal that food 
ships shall be immune from attack in war 
ume. That is not surprising. Wilhelm 
did not approve the agreement that hos- 
pital ships should be immune from attack, 
and sent his submariffes out to sink them. 


Fortunately, what Wilhelm approves | 
or disapproves is not now practically im- | 


portant. But his contribution to the dis- 
cussion is important as a reminder that 
rules and regulations for humanizing war 
may not amount to much when nations 
are at death-grips. Whatever his crimes, 
Wilhelm is an authority on that subject. 
No one knows better what a desperate 
war-leader will do.

General Jan Smuts is undertaking the 
job of talking the United States into the 
League of Nations.

Perfect Insurance ,

In the process of perfecting the service of insur- 
ance companies, the tendency has been in the direct- 
jon of more liberal and more clastic provisions for the 
policy holder.

Among the new forms of insurance that have been 
developed are these: 

First. group incurance. 

Group insurance means insurance that covers all 
of the employees of a factory, let us say, the business 
transaction being carried on between the insurance 
company and the employer, with the employees, in 
most cases, paying a chare of the premium costs. In 
1928 there was $7,935 052,000 worth of group insur- 

| ance. Under group insufance the average worker can 
secure insurance for a yearly premium of $7.20 per 
thousand dollars. Here, again, a liberalization of 
practice is going on. These group policies have been 
gradually b-oadened to cover various forms of dis- 
ability and to provide both pensions and annuities. 
There are today about six million employees under 
seventeen thousand employers who are taking advant- 
age of group insurance 

Second, industrial insurance. 

Industrial] insurance ts a form of insurance that 
' has been developed in order that the wage ea:ner can 
secure insurance by the payment of modest weekly or 
monthly premiums, running as low as three cents per 
week and averaging about twenty cents per week. 
More than $17,000,000,000 worth of industrial insur- 
ance ts now in force 

Thi-d, business insurance. 

Business insurance is a form of insurance by which 
corporations will carry insurance on their important 
executives aod exceptionally valuable staff! members 
so that the corporation will be in part protected 
against the loss their death would mean to the enter- 
prise. Partners frequently carry insurance one for the 
other as a protection of their business in the event of 
the death of either. 

It is interesting to note, in passing, that over sixty i 
per cent of payments made by American insuzance 
companies are made to living policy holders. 
The figures used here, like those used yesterday, | 
are upon the autiicrity of the statistician of the New } 
York Trust Company as recorded in its issue of the 
Index for November.

When the two Bellanca planes glid- 
ei to a graceful landing at the Jocal

“Liquor control was found unsatis- 
factory without the sale of beer by 


| the glass in the province of Manitoba:

In much of the above the Eskimo, it is some- 
times claimed, feels that he is merely doing, 
openly and informally, what many white men 
do covertly or with much grinding of compli- 
cated legal machinery. In geueral it is true 
that among Eskimos, as among the Marquesans 
of the South Seas, chastity does not appeal as 
excessively important. Nor did the example of 
white men, living among Eskimos, tend much 
to elevate the standard—not, at least, until the 
missionaries arrived and began to remind na- 
tive and white man alike of the existence of a 
higher code. 

Nor did infanticide seem scarcely any more 
monstrous than promiscuity. Naturally there is 
a close relationship between the two. 

To such an extent was it the custom to kill 
female babies at birth that thirty year ago 


in the castern arctic there were six adult Es- 
kimo males for every one female. To tribesmen 
often faced with starvation, the birth of a girl 
meant cne more unproductive being to feed, 
and for a year or two at least, an ac Jd burden 
for the mother to bear on the trail. Girls though 
sometimes individually skilful at hunting or 
whaling, were generally less efficient than boys. 
So most of the girl babies were strangled with 
umbelical cord as they drew their first breath, 
and then taken a mile from camp and left in 
the snow for wild animals to feast on, 
While there were six men for every girl, 
the sharing of wives needed no explanation.
